Gillespie,, 
Hardy, Russell and Smith of Texas, 
voted for the perfected bill, leaving 
T at 126 Democrats to follow Minority 
ader Champ Clark and Representa­ 
tive Adamson of Georgia in their op­ 
position to the measure on the ground 
that the conferees will substitute vic­ 
ious features for the good features 
which the House has put in the bill. 
The final passage of the bill follow­ 
ed two ineffectual attempts to further 
4 lodify it by reinserting the drastic 
merger provision known as Sec. 12

rendered ineffective by the carriers 
unless the commission can exercise 
a like control over classifications. 
4. It authorizes the commission to 
ascertain the value of the railroads 
engaged in Interstate commerce, a 
power which will be of immense ben­ 
efit to the commission and the public, 
not only in the way of determining 
the reasonableness of rates but in 
the matter of properly assessing the 
railway property for taxation.

As the 
I ates filed by the carriers can not 
take effect until the expiration of 
thirty days from the date of filing, 
this power of suspension gives the

concluded to substitute the reason 
able for the unreasonable rate, and 
so protects the public from all effects 
of an unjust charge.

The courts say that if the people 
want the provision they will adopt it, 
if not it will be rejected, and that the 
validity can only be determined when 
presended in the course of litigation 
by some person whose rights are in­ 
volved. 
As the petitions stand they are to 
be filed unless proceedings are insti­ 
tuted against their sufficiency.
